ELEVEN MORE DAMS SOUGHT ON 
THE TENNESSEE RIVER 
It will be recalled that several weeks ago The Daily 
editorially stated that perhaps the government's policy of 
making haste slowly in the matter of disposition of power 
altea on the Tennessee river, probably possessed a great 
deal of merit, inasmuch as the Tennessee river develop 
rant is a gigantic proposition. 
Aa big as Muscle Shoals is, the Shoals do not consti­ 
tute, by any means, the full development program for 
the river. The government is engaged in melting a full 
survey of the power possibilities in the Tennessee and, 
after this is completed, a program of development, prob­ 
ably unprecedented In Its scope, will be started. 
Even now power companies are seeking permission to 
erect eleven rooru dams on the Tennessee river and its 
tributaries. 
These are in addition to dam sites, below 
Muscle Shoals, application for development of which al­ 
ready are on file. The Tennessee river question increase* 
in magnitude every few days. 
With the turning of the first turbine at Wilson Dam, 
interest for the present naturally centers more or less 
in the disposition of that gigantic project. The Nashville 
Banner, which ever has fought for the acceptance of the 
i’ord offer, carries an interesting editorial, urging con­ 
gress to make the plant render the greatest service to 
the people. The Banner says: 
“The Tennessee river entered upon the service of the 
electric age when water was turned on the first unit of 
giant battery of turbines and the huge generator en­ 
tered upon its epoch making revolutions last Saturday. 
Seven years ago the federal government began the tre­ 
mendous undertaking of the construction of the Wilson 
dam, the longest concrete structure fn the United States, 
and over $60,000,000 has now been expanded in execution 
of the design to utilize the vast possibilities of this 
stream for purposes of natural defense ia war and of 
commerce and industry in peace. 
The enterprise is now 
nearly completed. 
The generator which has been put 
in commission has 30,000 horse power, and is one of an 
ultimate group of eighteen whose total is estimated at 
640,000 horse power. 
“The successful inauguration of this enterprise has 
awaited with natural and great interest throughout 
this section. The development of the hydro-electric ener­ 
gy of the streams of the South has followed somewhat 
upon that in other sections of the country, but in this 
direction aa, in others, the South has made remarkable 
advance. The first mile of high tension transmission line 
credited to the Southern Power Company was in 1905. 
This was in the Southern Appalachian region, and oper­ 
ations steadily spread over the Piedmont plateau. 
In 
1912 the Watauga Power Company entered Bristol, and 
about the same time the Tennessee Power Company served 
Knoxville and Chattanooga. 
In 1913 Birmingham began 
to receive power developed by the Alabama Power Com­ 
pany, on the Coosa river. It is this company which will 
take on and distribute, under an arrangement with the 
federal government, the first power to be developed at 
Muscle Shoals. 
“That Industry follows power is an economic axiom*, 
jmd the strategic location of the Muscle Shoals plant with 
reference to the Central Southern states, which are to 
be the theater of the South’s greatest industrial develop­ 
ment, gives to this vital plant an importance which can­ 
not be over estimated. 
No undertaking, for generations, by the federal gov­ 
ernment has borne so vital a relationship to the progress 
and prosperity of the South and the achievement of its 
highest material destiny. The South clearly understands 
that nature hfcs here placed a vast asset, and the section 
has been keenly solicitous that the government should not 
lessen or dissipate it. 
Private interests have been not 
less alert. It would have been remarkable indeed if the 
aggregations of capital had failed, as the age of elec 
tricity developed, to reach out for the sources of hydro­ 
electric power scattered through the country. 
It, of 
course, became evident long since that no oversight was 
i being made, but that wideawake capitalists, North and 
West, were rapidly and systematically at work in getting 
control of the water power of the country. These inter­ 
ests have been highly successful in the South. 
“It is of prime concern to the people of the South and 
indeed, of many states, that this great treasury at Muscle 
Shoals should be preserved upon a basis that would con­ 
serve, to the highest possible degree, the public interest, 
and that the federal government should ex^cise every pos­ 
sible precaution which the circumstances of the situation 
demanded, to the end that the people, and not private in­ 
terests, should be the main beneficiaries. 
?;“It is unfortunate that the offer made by Henry Ford 
for the lease of the properties was rejected by Congress. 
“That rejection was a distinct triumph for the power 
and fertilizer cpmbines. 
No question will come before 
the next Congress which will draw a sharper line of 
demarkation between public and private interests in legis­ 
lation than the issue involved in the disposition of the 
Muscle Shoals plant, which has now entered upon the field 
of its real activity. 
. “The forces which achieved a victory in the last Con­ 
gress will be encouraged to renew their activities. 
“Public sentiment should be no less assertive. 
“The people of the South and of the Central West have 
natural rights in the beneficent possibilities of this great 
establishment. / For the government to weaken or 
deny these rights would be a monstrous wrong. Congress 
should approach the disposition of this question with 
determination to permit no political or selfish or sinister 
interest to trifle with an evident and important duty to 
the country.

There is but one step between a public service, meriting 
commendation, and a grievous \mblic wrong, certain to be 
condemned"
